current budget restrictions. They perform many services 
that people are unaware of and for which they receive 
little credit. 

At 7:00 pm, the Water District Study Committee 
gave an excellent visual presentation about the 
Mattapoisett River Regional Water Supply District and the 
work committee members from Marion, Mattapoisett, 
Rochester, and Fairhaven, along with Mattapoisett Water/ 
Sewer Superintendent William T. Nicholson and Select- 
man Barry J. Denham, have been doing for the last nine 
months. Presently Mattapoisett loses 750,000 gallons per 
day because Well #3 is not useable due to high concentra- 
tions of iron and manganese. Marion and Fairhaven are 
suffering loss due to the same reason. 

Presently the less troubled wells are being treated 
with chemicals, but the iron and manganese levels are 
increasing. A water treatment plant using Ozone Oxida- 
tion followed by Membrane Filtration has been touted by 
the EPA as the "best available technology" to solve this 
problem. As such, it presents a physical barrier to con- 
taminants, removes iron and manganese, uses less chemi- 
cals, can reduce radon, arsenic, and other contaminants of 
concern, and produces consistently high quality water. 

If Mattapoisett were to build its own treatment 
plant, the estimated cost would be $7,430,000 and the 
average annual household water cost would be $208 per 
year. If a district were formed, the Mattapoisett District 
Capital Cost would be $4,400,000 and the average annual

household water cost would be only $123 per year. 

For Mattapoisett, the advantage of building a 
District Water Supply Treatment Plant would reclaim 
existing water sources, eliminate the need to develop 
costly new water supply sources, enhance the possibility 
of getting a low 2 percent State Revolving Fund loan, and 
would provide for cost-effective treatment of town 
supplies while maintaining control of its own sources. 

After the presentation, several members of the 
committee remarked that of all the committees on which 
they have served, this multi-town committee was the 
most cooperative and most productive in their experience. 
State Representative William Straus agreed, and reported 
that he is in the process of writing legislation which will 
govern the rights of the towns concerning water sources, 
and other than in emergencies, the full committee will 
control the possible selling of excess water, and each town 
will maintain control over their own wells. 

Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho reported 
that he is working on a comprehensive plan to use in the 
negotiating process.

A tax-deferred annuity is a contract between an insurance company and a contract owner. 
In a typical situation, the contract owner contributes funds to the annuity. The money put 
into the contract is then allowed to grow for a period of time. At some future date 
accumulated funds are paid out, generally through periodic payments made over either a 
specified period of time during the life of an individual, or the joint lives of a couple, and 
could be paid in a lump sum to a named beneficiary. Also, there are annuities that do 
provide income within thirty days of date of deposit for those immediate income needs. 

An equity-indexed annuity is a type of annuity which grows at the greater of an annual 
guaranteed minimum rate or the return from a specified stock market index. 

Fixed vs. Equity-Indexed Annuities 

Two primary annuity types are the fixed and variable annuities. (An equity-indexed 
annuity is a type of fixed-rated annuity.) Although these annuities share many features in 
common, the primary difference between them is in the mechanism used to credit 
earnings to the annuity. 

• Fixed annuities: Fixed annuities are characterized by a minimum interest rate 
guaranteed by the issuing insurance company. Typically, a minimum annuity 
benefit is also guaranteed. With a fixed annuity, the focus is on safety of 
principal and stable investment returns. 

• Equity-indexed annuities: In contrast, equity-indexed annuities (EIA) are 
characterized by a contract return that is the greater of an annual minimum 
rate (typically 3%) or the return from a stock market index, such as the 
Standard & Poor's 500 index, reduced by certain expenses and formulas. If 
the chosen index rises sufficiently during a specific period, a greater return is 
credited to the contract owner's account for that period. If the stock market 
index does not rise sufficiently, or even declines, the lower minimum rate is 
credited. An owner is guaranteed to receive back at least all principal, 100%, 
if an Equity Indexed Annuity contract is held for a minimum period of time, 
known as the penalty period.

a total $8,000 to cover the cost of valuation services for 
fixed assets for the Town of Rochester. 

"GASB is the Government Accounting Standards 
Board ... they asked us to determine values of fixed assets 
for bonding purposes/' said Town Accountant Claudette 
Coutu. 'TVe gotten bids in between $8,000 and $10,000." 

The article passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to transfer 
$10,000 from Free Cash to replace the roof of the Joseph H. 
Plumb Memorial Library. The article passed via unani- 
mous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to adopt a 
by-law to retain special legal counsel for a newly-formed 
regional "Water Committee" for the Town of Rochester. 
The purpose of this by-law would be to allow existing 
Town Counsel to represent both individual member 
towns and the joint regional district. 

"Our office ... has been asked by several towns to 
perhaps represent the newly-formed (Regional Water 
District) and we asked the advice of the State Ethics 
Commission because we would have competing alle- 
giances to the town(s)," explained Town Counsel Daniel 
Perry.

"It does not require any particular decision, but it 
does give the Selectmen the power to make that decision 
if they choose to do so," Mr. Perry said. "It's not limited to 
the water district." 

The article passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to transfer 
$35,000 from Free Cash to defray issuance costs and other 
expenses associated with the town's borrowing to finance 
the so-called Eastover Farm Preservation Project as 
approved at the March 24, 2003 Special Town Meeting.

are costs associated with the borrowing,'' explained Town 
Treasurer John Hall. 'Tn this case, our commitment to the 
preservation of Eastover Farm ... cost a little more outside 
the (allocated funding). We're asking to pay this cost 
upfront so we can close on the Eastover Farm project." 

"We applied for $250,000 in the form of a grant 
from State Preservation," said Norene Hartley. "The grant 
did come through at $212,000 so we have some private 
fundraising to make up. The town is not going to be at 
risk for any more because of the state funding, however 
some of the figures have changed and there may be a 
request for more funds at the Annual Town Meeting. 
We've done very well with the private funding, so I don't 
think the town will have to (pay more)." 

The article passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 9, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $350,000 to cover design fees and related expenses 
in connection with the design and receipt of bids for 
additions and alterations to Rochester Memorial School 
(RMS). 

In a brief visual presentation to Town Meeting 
voters, RMS Building Committee Chairman Arnie 
Johnson noted that his committee was formed in March 
2003 to address the impending overcrowing issue at the 
school. After reviewing a feasibility study prepared in 
2001 by Kaestle Boos Associates (KB A), the KBA plan was 
summarily rejected because it recommended excessive 
improvements; assumed state funding (SBAB) would be 
available; and was not cost-effective ($12 million - $14 
million range). The RMS Building Committee conducted 
an updated study of school population figures in April 
2003 and determined that based on the town's current rate 
of growth, the school would top out at 700 students by 
2016. 

Mr. Johnson said in November 2003 they selected 
Alderman & MacNeish of West Springfield as the princi-

pal designers for a proposed expansion of the school to 
meet enrollment needs over the next 10 years. 

"RMS is already crowded," said RMS Building 
Committee member Donna Resmini. "What we need now 
is the physical space." 

Resident Jack Fyock questioned the projected 
enrollment of 720 students by 2016, arguing that the 
current "historically low interest rates" are not likely to 
continue which will hinder the town's growth rate. "Will 
building continue to grow if mortgage rates go up?" he 
asked. 

"We're creating an average of five house lots 
every month, so the building rates in Rochester aren't 
going to slow down, in my opinion," Mr. Johnson said. 

"One of the things that happened in 1996 was the 
train station opened in Middleboro," added RMS Building 
Committee member Bob Cummings. "From 1996 to 2004, 
there's been a sharp (population) change. We took an 
average of eight years of data and projected that out. 
We're trying to come up with a solution that at least gets 
us to the next phase."

Resident Melinda Kershaw asked if the commit- 
tee considered any other "more modest solutions'' to the 
estimated $6.5 million project so as to avoid the inevitable 
hike in tax rates which, according to Mr. Johnson, would 
add about $137.50 per $100,000 annually to residents' 
bills. "Could we hold off for a while ... could we increase 
the class size?" she asked. 

But Rochester School Committee member Donna 
Resmini said they have attempted to keep class sizes low. 
"Rochester has done extremely well because the teachers 
can give the students the time they need because the class 
sizes are small," she said. 

"We're looking at a budget for the upcoming year 
which is increasing in the double-digit area," said Finance 
Committee (FinCom) Chairman Michael Costa. "It takes 
two years to construct a building. If the facility is over- 
crowded today, you can't wait until two years from now 
when students are attending classes outside. This is going 
to become a very costly town to live in." 

"We're going to have an increased student 
population and we need a place to put them," Mr. 
Johnson said. "We can't ignore the fact. We don't have the 
option of turning them away. We're just trying to come up 
with basic nuts-and-bolts (solution) to take us into the 
future." 

With that, the article passed via the required two- 
thirds majority vote — 96 in favor to 23 opposed. Expen- 
diture of the $350,000 now needs only the blessing of 
voters at the polls on the April 14 Annual Town Election

The Rochester Police Department has been 
awarded 50 bicycle helmets as part of the 2004 statewide 
bicycle safety program of the Governor's Highway Safety 
Bureau (GHSB), a program of the Executive Office of 
Public Safety.

A bicycle helmet can reduce the risk of serious 
head and brain injury by as much as 90 percent. Unfortu- 
nately, 97 percent of people killed in bicycle crashes with 
motor vehicle were not wearing a helmet. For more 
information on the bicycle helmet law and bicycle safety 
tips, go to www.mass.gov/ ghsb. 

The GHSB will also distribute its current bicycle 
safety card and bicycle safety poster through the commu- 
nities and organizations that received helmet awards. 

There were six bicycle-related fatalities and 84 
incapacitating injuries in Massachusetts in 2002. Also in 
2002, bicycle incapacitating injuries were highest in the 
months of July and September. The days of the week with 
the highest number of bicycle incapacitating injuries were 
Saturday and Sunday. The 10- to 14-year-old age group 
experienced the highest number of incapacitating injuries. 
Nearly four times as many males as female bicyclists 
suffered incapacitating injuries. Half of the bicycle inca- 
pacitating injuries occurred between 3:00 pm and 8:59 pm.

Oil Spill Lecture 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay will host a lecture 
on oil spill prevention on Thursday, March 25 at 7:00 pm 
at Tabor Academy in Marion. 

Last year, the second largest oil spill in Buzzards 
Bay history occurred, spilling an estimated 98,000 gallons 
of oil, affecting more than 90 miles of coastline, contami- 
nating shellfish beds and impacting a variety of wildlife, 
especially migrating birds. The Cape Cod Canal and 
Buzzards Bay remain a major transportation route for 
boats and barges carrying oil throughout New England, 
leaving our region vulnerable to future and potentially 
much larger, spills.

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Dead Again

Dawn of the Dead. Starring Sarah Policy and Ving 
Rhames. Directed by Zack Snyder. Running time: 
98 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Of the recent spate of unnecessary remakes of horror classics 
(last year's Texas Chainsaw Massacre being the nadir), the new ''re- 
imagining'' of George A. Romero's 1979 Dawn of the Dead is 
probably the least shabby. For some of the running time, I agreed 
to accept it as a variant tale following survivors at another mall at 
the same time as the events in Romero's film. But this remake, 
directed without much personality by first-timer Zack Snyder, 
cannot come anywhere near Romero's achievement — which was 
not only a satire of consumerism, but also a snapshot of an 
exhausted, demoralized American period. As the Romero film 
opens, the flesh-eating zombies have been rampaging for a good 
long while (it was, after all, a continuation of Romero's 1968 classic 
Night of the Living Dead) ; the lead characters have been dealing with 
the aftermath, on the front line of the action, so we understood why 
their instinct was to move to the relatively quiet confines of a 
shopping mall. 

The new film opens with a glimpse of normality, only to be 
shattered when people start dying and coming back to life. The 
pre-credits sequence, which follows young nurse Sarah Polley as 
she frantically negotiates her way through a neighborhood gone 
mad, does capture what it might be like to go to sleep in ignorant 
bliss and wake up to a world in which everything has gone to hell. 
It packs an eerie post-9/11 /r/sson. From there, though, as Polley 
meets a few other survivors (Ving Rhames, Mekhi Phifer, Jake 
Weber) and they head to a local mall, this Dawn of the Dead becomes 
an enclosed Assault on Precinct 13 clone without much resonance or 
point. Screenwriter James Gunn keeps piling on new characters, 
none of whom (including a dog) makes much of an impression. 

Never mind that recently deceased people shouldn't be able to 
run (this aspect seems stolen wholesale from last summer's 28 Days 
Later, in which the villains weren't technically zombies anyway); 
never mind the baggage we bring to a film bearing the title Dawn 
of the Dead. In and of itself, the movie becomes repetitive, a one-note 
affair searching for a second note, sometimes finding one but then 
losing track of it. The survivors hole up, fending off zombies while 
attending to conflicts and crises (a trio of armed, cretinous security 
guards; a pregnant woman). In a rare affecting moment, a cadav- 




erous-looking Matt Frewer turns up as a bitten and infected man 
who knows he has to be killed; an interesting subplot left out to dry 
involves a man on the roof of a neighboring building, who picks off 
zombies and communicates with the survivors via dry-wipe mes- 
sage boards. 

Eventually, Dawn '04 devolves into zombie-attack scenes; 
some get shot in the head, some don't, and it's all filmed in the same 
headache-inducing step-printing /under cranking style Danny 
Boyle used for 28 Days Later, with lots of jerky, unscannable 
movement. The movie drags out two original Dawn stars. Ken 
Foree and Scott Reiniger, as well as original Dawn make-up artist 
Tom Savini, for obligatory nothing cameos, though Foree does get 
to intone, once again, the famous "When there's no more room in 
hell" line. Dawn '04 is commendable in a couple of areas; Jake 
Weber makes a bright, shrewd protagonist with an undercurrent 
of ruthlessness — a credible survivor type. And if you stay through 
the end credits you'll get grainy video footage more chilling than 
just about anything in the movie itself (aided considerably by Kyle 
Cooper's splatterpunk credits design). 

I'm willing to believe that this Dawn was made by fans of the 
original, who got control of the project (which was going to be 
made anyway) and tried to stay true to it while creating something 
new. Unfortunately, or perhaps fortunately for those who feared a 
true desecration of Romero's masterwork, this is only a moderately 
competent zombie flick. If it generates interest in Romero's film 
(recently reissued on DVD), so much the better, but it's sad to 
imagine that newcomers to the Dead films will see the remake first 
and consider it the definitive version. Despite the remake's box- 
office success and unaccountable critical support, though, I have 
faith that Romero's film will outlive its own rehash. It's essentially 
the difference between a classic driven by vision and a copy driven 
by dollar signs.

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Marion Memorial

In keeping with the tradition of its namesake, 
Marion's Elizabeth Taber Library recently received 
a generous $10,000 private bequest from the Estate 
of Richard Marcelonis, a longtime resident of Delano 
Road. 

Like the late Ms. Taber, Mr. Marcelonis also made 
several other gifts to the community, including 
$10,000 each to the Sippican Historical Society, Marion 
Emergency Medical Services (EMS), and a New 
Bedford hospice service, according to Janice 
Lencewitz of Center ville, admins tratrix of the estate. 

"Our library was founded with a private bequest 
from the Estate of Elizabeth Taber, and has always 
depended upon private donations to survive,'' said 
Robert Hlady, President of the Library Trustees. "Such 
gifts are even more important today, in a climate of 
evaporating state and federal resources." 

The library must raise roughly a third of its an- 
nual operating budget from member donations and 
such miscellaneous sources as late-book fines and 
video rentals. "All public libraries have fundraising 
programs of one sort or another," Mr. Hlady said, "but 
to the best of my knowledge, the Elizabeth Taber Li- 
brary is the only one that relies on fundraising and 
private gifts as its lifeblood. Without the generosity 
of people like Mr. Marcelonis and other Marion resi- 
dents who donate to the yearly fundraising drive, 
we'd never make budget." 

Mr. Marcelonis and his late wife, Bonnie, bought 
their property on Delano Road in 1963, at a time when 
the only structure there was a chicken coop, Ms. 
Lencewitz said. Mr. and Ms. Marcelonis built their 
house, added a garage, and finished the interior. Ms. 
Lencewitz remembers her uncle as a very private man 
who did meticulous work, including a handmade 
dinghy. 

Born in South Boston on July 12, 1918, Mr. 
Marcelonis retired from the United States Army as a 
Lieutenant Colonel, and then began a 34-year career 
with Sears, Roebuck. Mr. and Ms. Marcelonis settled 
at last in Marion because he liked being near the wa- 
ter, Ms. Lencewitz said. Like many here, he was a 
sailor. 




Ms. Lencewitz recalled that Mr. and Ms. 
Marcelonis often donated books to the Elizabeth Taber 
Library, but never mentioned any other particular 
involvement. Only Ms. Marcelonis had a library card, 
which the two of them apparently shared, according 
to Library Director Judie Klevin. 

"That's the nature of libraries," Mr. Hlady said. 
"They serve whole households — not just individual 
cardholders. Every time the Elizabeth Taber Library 
serves any member of the community, the benefit of 
that service spreads out in ripples — some more vis- 
ible than others — through families, friends, co-work- 
ers and ultimately the whole town. We are deeply 
grateful that Mr. Marcelonis decided to send some 
benefit back to the Elizabeth Taber Library, to help us 
continue our mission." 

Mr. Marcelonis is survived by a sister, Isabel 
Lencewitz of South Yarmouth; three nieces, Janice 
Lencewitz of Centerville, Diandra Heart of Dennis, 
and Mary Marcelonis of Westwood; and four neph- 
ews, Daniel Marcelonis of Westwood, Brian 
Marcelonis of Belmont, Paul Baltrushunas of Dennis, 
and John Baltrushunas of New Orleans, LA.
